HE only book-rack that holds 

a few books (back up or on 

end) conveniently close, and keeps

It is as handy in a book-store as 
anywhere. Put a half-dozen on 
the New-Book Table, partly filled. 
They will keep the books in such 
inviting half-order as tempts the 
caller to stop. [It sells both books 
and book-racks. | 

This is the use of the book- 
rack in store or home or school 
or library: keeps a few books in 
tempting readiness, as much as to 
say: “Can you spare me a mir- : 
ute?’’ Especially good to keep 
magazines and papers in.

NOTES IN SEASON. 


CHARLES ScRIBNER’s Sons have ju 
“J st read 
Mo: Burial of the Guns,” a new voles of 
Short stories by Thomas Nelson Page, contain- 
ing half a dozen tales of Southern life and sen- 


timent, rich in the humorous, pathetic, and dra- 
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matic touches that mark Mr. Page’s best work ; 
it receives its title from the first story, which is 
a pathetic little war-time sketch of a Confederate 
retreat. They also issue ‘‘ Musiciansand Music 
Lovers,” a volume of essays on musical sub- 
jects, by W. F. Apthorp ; and a revised edition 
of Fisher Ames’ ‘‘ Practical Guide to Whist.”’ 


MAcMILLAN & Co. have nearly ready what 
promises to be one ofthe most interesting books 
of memoirs in recent years, in the ‘‘ Souvenirs 
of the Prince de Joinville.” In addition to its 
importance as an historic document, the volume 
is noteworthy as unusually vivacious in both 
style and subject-matter. They have also in 
press a new edition of Dr. C. Ellis Stevens’ 
‘*Sources of the Constitution of the United 
States.” The work has been thoroughly re- 
vised, with numerous changes and additions, 
and has been supplemented by four appendices 
in which the subject of the early State constitu- 
tions is taken up more fully. 


Larrp & Lez, Chicago, have just issued the 
eleventh and last volume of Schiller’s works, 
reproduced from the edition published by the 
Bibliographisches Institut of Leipzig. The pub- 
lishers have made neat volumes of the work, 
which retail at 50 cents each, or in a neat box 
at $5 forthe set. They have also just ready in 
their monthly German-American Series ‘‘ Dr. 
Zernowitz,” a novel by a German-American 
author. They alsocontrol the well-known Schick 
Collection, consisting of about forty separate 
works, the control of which, together with their 
new additions, place them in the front rank of 
American publishers of German literature. 


HovucGutTon, MIFFLIN & Co. have just ready 
a Holiday edition of W. D. Howells’ ‘‘ Their 
Wedding Journey,” with illustrations by Clif- 
ford Carleton, artistically bound, with cover 
slip, after designs by Mrs. Henry Whitman; a 
new Cambridge edition of the complete poetical 
works of John G. Whittier, printed from new 
plates in one octavo volume, and a new Handy 
volume edition of the same in four sixteenmo 
volumes; a new volume of poems, by Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich, entitled ‘‘ Unguarded Gates, 
and other poems,” which will no doubt be wel- 
come to all who appreciate the exquisite art 
which invariably stamps all of Mr. Aldrich’s 
work; a new book of outdoor essays by John 
Burroughs, entitled ‘‘ Riverby;” and a new 
volume of Bret Harte’s inimitable stories en- 
titled ‘‘ The Bell-Ringer of Angel’s.” 


Henry Horr & Co. have just ready ‘‘ The 
Honorable Peter Sterling and What People 
Thought of Him,” a novel by Paul Leicester 
Ford, well known as an historical student and 
as editor of the ‘‘ Writings of Thomas Jeffer- 
son.” It isastory of New York City, picturing 
municipal politics and labor agitations, and 
many of the characters are said to be real and 
the incidents founded on fact. They announce 
for immediate publication a new novel by An- 
thony Hope, author of that brilliant romance 
‘* A Prisoner of Zenda,” with the attractive ti- 
tle ‘‘ The Indiscretion of the Duchess.” This 
will be shortly followed by another book by 
the same writer—‘‘ The Dolly Dialogues,” a 
series of clever, witty dialogues, so connected 
that they tell a story. These have been charac- 
terized by George Meredith as ‘‘the best of 
modern dialogues.”

THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING, 
THE CIRCULATING LIBRARY.—xX. 
Re-binding (2). 

THE sheets so made up are next beaten and 
pressed. To facilitate this process, the illus- 
trations or maps, if any, are removed. If 
the volume has been bound in regular form 
or with the board covers, the lip or joint at the 
back into which the board of the cover sets must 
‘be laid in sections on an iron and hammered 
down flat to its original shape with the beating- 
hammer. Many volumes bound a hundred 
years ago or longer have large notches cut in 
the back for the twine bands; these notches 
should be repaired if the volume is required in 
best binding. Old-fashioned beating with a 
hammer has been largely superseded by rolling- 
machines and hydraulic presses which are relied 
upon for compressing the sheets without their 
undergoing the beating or rolling processes. For 
case-work these mechanical appliances will, as 
a rule, suffice, but for the permanent solidity of 
a volume, beating is indispensable. A spongy 
book is never satisfactory. If the impression 
of the typegis heavy, so that the paper around 
the printed matter has two or three times the 
thickness of the rest of the page, the leaves 
should be damped and pressed in smooth boards, 
for no book can be made solid with such an im- 
pression. Very often the impression of the 
types has stretched the centre of the page some- 
what, the margins having received no impres- 
sion, which confines the stretch to the centre, 
and causes the cockling that is always observed 
in old books. This renders it necessary that the 
margins be equally stretched by the hammer to 
give freedom tothe swell. The first operation 
is commenced by shaking the volume upona 
solid block of stone or iron by the back and head, 
so as to make the whole even and facilitate the 
division of it into as many equal parts, which 
are called ‘‘ sections,” or ‘‘ beatings,” as may be 
judged necessary according to the thickness and 
other circumstances. The workman takes a 
‘* section ” in his left hand, and with a hammer 


of twelve or fourteen pounds weight in his right, 
brings successive blows on the sheets as they 
are held on the stone, shifting the sheets at every 
blow. When every part of a section has been 
well beaten on one side, the section is then 
turned, and the like proceeding gone through, 
To avoid ‘‘ set-off” (that is, a transfer of the 
printing ink from one side of the page to its 
opposite neighbor) in a neatly printed book, it 
must either be interleaved with a soft white 
paper which will receive all the ink set off, or 
it must be beaten only on the margins; but old 
printed books should be beaten all over the page. 
After this process the book is divided into parts 
according to the thickness of the book; each part 
is then placed between smooth boards, metal 
plates, or pieces of sole leather, and pressed ina 
screw or hydraulic press. Frequently it is neces- 
Sary to repeat this operation of pressing. Roll- 
ing, we believe, is not generally used in extra 
binding. The chief objections tothe rolling- 
machine are the liabilities to causea set-off by the 
friction produced by passing between the rollers: 
and the bow-like appearance which they give the 
book—a serious cause of annoyance to the for- 
warder, whose skill and care often are insufficient 
to remedy this evil. When the volume is taken 
out of the press every leaf should be flat, and 
the volume should be as solid asa brick, pro- 
vided the paper is of proper quality. The im- 
portance of careful beating and pressing will be 
better understood when it is borne in mind that 
unless a certain solidity is obtained a book will 
never retain its shape. 

After the book has been sufficiently pressed it 
will be necessary again to collate it, to correct 
any disarrangement that may have taken place 
during the beating and pressing. The half title 
the full title, the dedication, the preface, the 
list of contents, the list of illustrations—should 
precede the text in the order named ; then the 
text, and lastly the index, if any. The illustra- 
tions must be checked off by the list, and face 
the required pages.. When the illustrations are 
printed lengthways of the book they should be 
placed uniformly, preferably so that the title 
runs from bottom to top of page. Placing this 
class of illustrations both ways, as practised by 
some printers, should be corrected. When s0 
placed the reader, to view them, has to turn the 
volume now from left to right and then from 
right to left, which, if the volume is large or 
bulky, is an annoying labor. A few argue that 
the title or reading on the plate should always 
goto the fore-edge; but it seems reasonable 
that it is of greater importance to give a con 


venient view of the illustration rather than of © 


its title. Lastly, the sheets should be collated by 
the signature marks from beginning to end.

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WANE OF THE REALISTIC NOVEL. 


THE Paris correspondent of London 7rusi 
in a recent cunversation with the head of alarge 
novel-publishing house in France learned that 
it now does not pay to bring out novels unless 
there is some great name on the title-page. Zola 
still makes money; but this publisher believes 
that even in his case the tide has begun to turn. 
The explanation given for this state of the book 
market, in France, at least, is that ‘‘ novels have 
ceased to be works of fiction.” That is, the 
present-day novel does not give the reader the 
illusion of being in a new world, and in company 
with persons who, both as angels and villains, 
are out of the common, 

The hunt after the ‘‘document” has dwarfed 
imagination, which, like every faculty, grows 
stronger in being exercised. Inaccuracies as to 
fact are the merest trifles compared to the want 
of creative power, which must be a consequence 
of letting imagination rust. Amy one, says the 
publisher, with the capacity for inventing ideal- 
ist tales in the feeling of the age, would carry 
all before him. Of course he should begin by 
being himself an idealist, and probability should 
be in view. 

The present-day novel is nothing more than 
a photographic album of flat characters and 
commonplace scenes. Zola has been a great 
success, not because there is a lot of photog- 
raphy in his books, but because he constantly 
shuts up his camera and betakes himself to his 
pencil to give traits that stir his imagination, 
and are full of the most unexpected suggestions. 
A solitary fact strikes him. It inflames his 
fancy, which goes off ina series of the most as- 
tounding mental fireworks. His best descriptions 
are grand fantasias, and have about as much 
reality in them as brilliant musical ‘‘ variations” 
have of the air from which they started. 

The ‘‘document” hunter loses the power of 
playing with his subject because his mind is 
always on the stretch. When he sits down to 
write, the ink-bottle does not inspire him. His 
“documents” are simply documents, and are as 
the trees that hide the forests. In ‘‘ Lourdes” 
Zola rides the document to death. One gets tired 
ofit. Victor Hugo was once asked where he got 
the materials for that astounding poem of his, 
‘‘Le Roi S’Amuse.” ‘‘ There,” he said, point- 
ing to his forehead. ‘I had been lying idle 
for three weeks at Bertin’s country house at La 
Biévre, not thinking of anything. One wet 
day I read some old memoirs dealing with Fran- 
cis I, and his court, and the drama sprang up 
in my head almost as you saw it acted.” 





SWEDISH INCUNABUL&. 


IN his volume on “ Early printed books,” 
published in London, 1893, Mr. E. Gordon Duff 
gives a brief account of printing in Sweden 
before A.D. 1500, His remarks may profitably 
be amplified by the addition of information 
found in Ur en antecknares samlingar, Upsala, 
1580-82,* and in Sveriges bibliografi, 1481-16c0, 
'~4, Upsala, 1889-92, both by the late head li- 
brarian of the Royal Library at Stockholm, G. E. 
Klemming, and both belonging to the series of

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publications of the Svenska litteratursdllskapet 
in Upsala. The former was published in 1880 - 
82, being the second edition of a work with the 
same title, privately printed in 150 copies in 
1868 - 73, which, also, was a reprint of articles 
in the Svenska bokhandelstidningen. The two 
editions are not identical, however, the sec- 
ond containing some additional matter, while 
omitting several articles that appeared in the 
first edition. 1 have not been able to consult 
the first edition, so I cannot say if any of the 
statements here given were also given in the 
edition of 1869-73. The Svensk bibliografi is 
now in course of publication; the first number, 
covering the years 1481 — 1501, was issued in 
1889, and the fourth, and so far the last, bring- 
ing the bibliography down to 1530, appeared in 
1892. This work wil] not be published for sale 
before completion, and it is at present distributed 
only among the members of the society. The 
editing has, since the death of Mr. Klemming, 
been in charge of Dr. Aksel Andersson, of the 
University Library of Upsala, who took part 
in the work during the last years of Mr. Klem- 
ming’s life. The bibliography is not confined 
to books printed in Sweden, but also describes 
books relating to Swedish literary history. 
Under the year 1481 ¢.g. is described ‘* Die 
Burde der Welt,” printed by Conrad Zeninger 
in Niirnberg, being extracts from the ‘‘ Revela- 
tions” of St. Birgitta. 

The only printing-presses in Sweden men- 
tioned by Mr. Duff are those of Johann Snell of 
Gouda (?), whoon the way to Stockholm stayed 
at Odense, and there issued the first book 
printed in Denmark; also, those of Johann Fabri. 
The latter is of special interest, as from his 
press was issued the first book printed in the 
Swedish language—Gerson’s ‘‘Bok aff dyafwl- 
sens fristilse.” 

The first book Snell printed at Stockholm 
was an edition of ‘‘ Dyalogus creaturarum,” 
long thought to be the first book printed in 
Sweden—printed in 1483, ‘‘ mensis Decembris in 
vigilia thome” (Dec. 20), Now there is how- 
ever another book, with the imprint, ‘‘ Impres- 
sum Holmis,” without year or printer’s name, 
but which bears all evidences of being among 
the very oldest Swedish prints. This is ‘‘ Vita 
Catharine,” a small 4° of 96 unnumbered pages, 
no catchwords, signed by sheets, not by 
leaves, from a-f. From contents, Klemming 
judges that the book must have been printed 
before 1489, probably about 1482. It is printed 
from types used by Bartholomeus Gothan or 
Ghotan, in Liibeck, in 1484, which are here less 
worn than in his Liibeck prints. Gothan was 
not known in Liibeck before 1484, when he 
bought a house there, and from which time he 
always carefully dated his prints. In 1480 and 
1481 he printed in Magdeburg. Nothing is 
known of his work during the years 1482and 1483. 
Throughout his residence in Liibeck he kept up 
connections with Sweden, and from 1484to 1492 
he printed several Swedish breviaries, When 
Klemming wrote his essay in Ur en antecknares 
samlingar, he stated in a footnote,* that 
Gothan prabably was in Stockho'm in 1483, 
but he could not verify the statement. In an 
appendix to the essay, added after it was 
ready for print, he is able to quote from 
copies of an old document, dated Oct. 31, 1483, 
found among papers in charge of the Srate 
Antiquarian, Dr. H. O. Hildebrand, the follow- 
ing paragraph : ‘‘ testibus Mattheo Ludeka, cive 
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et oppidano oppidi Holmensis, et Bartholomeo 
Ghotan, impressore librorum.” The conclusion 
seems, therefore, to be pretty clear. The book 
is printed in Stockholm, with Gothan’s types, 
which here are less worn than in his later 
prints, and he is shown to have been in Stock- 
holm at the time when, it is probable, that the 
book was printed. As the ‘‘ Dyalogus Creatur- 
arum” was finished by Dec. 20, Klemming 
considers the ‘‘ Vita Catharine” older. As this 
may have been printed in 1482, and as there are 
no evidences of Gothan having been anywhere 
but in Stockholm during that year, Klemming 
makes the date of the book 1483. 

Another Swedish printing-press recently dis- 
covered is that of the Carthusian Monastery at 
Svartsj6. Among books printed in Sweden be- 
fore 1500, is: Alanus de Rupe’s ‘‘ De utilitate 
psalterii Marie,” printed in 1498, having in the 
colophon: ‘‘Jmpssa .. . in cristianissimo 
regno Swecie,” and containing, besides this 
work, as appendices, some sermons, miracle 
Stories, etc., not belonging to the other book, 
but of interest for the Carthusian order. The 
book is printed from types which had belonged 
to Johann Fabri, who died in 1495 or 1496. Of 
this book there is a copy in the Bibliothéque 
Nationale in Paris, described by M. Delisle in 
his paper, ‘‘ Deux notes sur les impressions du 
xve siécle” in Bibliothdque de 1 Ecole des chartes, 
1887. This copy has the following note by a 
contemporary hand: ‘‘ Hunc libellum fecit im- 
primj in Swecia apud Carthusienses generosa 
domina Ingeburgis quondam gubernatrix regni 
Swecie, committens predictis Carthusiensibus 
ad distribuendum istum et quosdam alios gratis 
ad loca religiosorum et ubi fructus inde fieri 
potuerit petensque humiliter orare pro se et pro 
suo marito domine Stenone [Sture] quondam 
strenuo gubernatore regnj Swecie,” etc. The 
only Carthusian monastery in Sweden at this 
time was that at Svartsjé, founded in 1494. As 
the book was printed there, this accounts for 
the above-mentioned ‘‘ Carthusiana.” 

Mr. Duff gives the number of books printed in 
Sweden before 1500 as six, which number he 
takes from Schréder’s ‘‘ Incunabula Artis Typo- 
graphice inSwecia,” Upsalar842. According to 
Klemming, however, there is a Latin breviary 
given by Schréder as printed in Vadstena, but 
really printed in Liibeck, by Gothan. It is also 
nota breviary, but a book of hours.

THE second quarterly part of Bibliographica 
(London, Kegan Paul, Trench, Triibner & Co.: 
New York, Charles Scribner’s Sons) opens with 
a valuab’e contribution by Maunde Thomp- 
son on ‘‘English Illuminated Manuscripts, 
700-1066," accompanied by several colored 
reproductions of typical manuscripts which jl- 
lustrate the progress of the art. Two more 
papers on book-collectors who have achieved 
renown, are one on Samuel Pepys, by H. B. 
Wheatley, and one on Henry Fielding, by Aus- 
tin Dobson. Gordon Duff continues his inves- 
tigation into the history of ‘‘The Booksellers at 
the Sign of the Trinity,” the second part of 
which commences with the year 1518, and covers 
a period of twenty-one years. There is thusa 
distinct hiatus between the two periods cov- 
ered thus far, which Mr. Duff hopes to fill at 
some future time. The second pericd is con- 
cerned with the publication of Henry Pep- 
well. A discussion of an exceptionally inter- 
esting nature on ‘‘ The Chronology of the Early 
Aldines” is contributed by R. C. Christie, who 
points out that, in consequence of the two 
methods of reckoning the commencement of 
the year, many of the publications cf Aldus 
have been assigned dates which are, in some 
cases, as much as twelve months later than 
the dates when they actually appeared. In 
Venice, down to the time of the fall of the 
Republic, the common reckoning made the year 
begin on January rst, while the legal reckoning 
made it commence on the Istof March. Renou- 
ard, Firmin-Didot, and Castellani assume that 
Aldus dated in accordance with the legal 
method ; but Mr. Christie brings much evidence 
in support of his contention that he used the 
common reckoning, and therefore the dates as 
they appear in the various colophons are the 
actual dates of the appearance of the respective 
volumes. Other miscellaneous contributions 
from the pens of well-known bibliophiles are 
‘* Early Representatives of the Trinity Press,” 
by Falconer Madan; ‘‘ Wood-cuts as Bindings,” 
by Dr. Paul Kristeller; and ‘‘ Two References 
to the English Book Trade,” circa 1525. Sidlio- 
graphica, it will be remembered, is limited to 
twelve quarterly parts, in order that some sort 
of finality may be associated with the under- 
taking. 





A RUSSIAN REMEDY FOR UNDER- 
SELLING. 


A St. PETERSBURG correspondent of the Lon- 
don Bookseller recently sent to our contemporary 
an extract from a Russian paper, from which 
it appears that the Russian Prefect of police 
lately fined a ‘‘ cutting’ bookseller in St. Peters- 
burg inthe penalty of three hundred roubles. A 
translation of the extract may be of interest to 
our readers, and it runs as follows: 


‘Finding it necessary to put astop to the immoral 
plundering of youths by several booksellers in St. Peters- 
burg, I gave notice to these firms on September 1, 1593; 
that they were to cease offering premiums to those who 
purchased school-books from them at certain prices. 
Since that time, in spite of my order, Messrs. Wollf and 
Co. have advertised in three newspapers—the ad vertise- 
ments themselves being published without my permis 
sion—that they will give premiums to those who pur- 
chase books at their establishment. Perceiving in this 4 
total disregard of my order, I am compelled to fine the 
director, Mr. O. Wolff, in the sum of three hundred 
roubles ($150), or, in default, six weeks’ imprisonment. 
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COPYRIGHT MATTERS, 
THE WORLD'S FAIR ODE LITIGATION. 

THE jury in the United States Circuit Court, 
to whom Judge Shipman submitted on the roth 
inst. Harriet H. Monroe’s action against the 
New York World to recover damages for an 
unauthorized publication of her World’s Fair 
ode, awarded the plaintiff $5000. The amount 
is no doubt excessive, but it is a matter of sat- 
isfaction that the validity of the copyright laws 
of this country have been vindicated. Authors 
and writers have suffered long from such 
depredations, and an end of similar work will 
be welcomed by all who believe in justice. 

CANADIAN COPYRIGHT. 

RICHARD T. LANCEFIELD, librarian of the 
Public Library of Hamilton, Ont., has instructed 
his solicitors to bring suit against F. Warne & 
Co., of London, Eng., and the Canadian Music 
Publishing Co., of Toronto, for infringement of 
the Canadian copyright act. Mr. Lancefield 
was formerly secretary of the Canadian Copy- 
right Association. In the first suit against 
Warne & Co., the alleged infringement is for 
selling in Canada Max O’Rell’s ‘‘ John Bull & 
Co.,” which was printed in England, while the 
Canadian act requiresthat Canadian copyrights 
be secured by Canadian printing. The second 
suit hinges on a claim for royalty on the song 
entitled ‘‘ The Man that Broke the Bank at 
Monte Carlo.” Mr. Lancefield has for some 
time been active in matters pertaining to Cana- 
dian copyright, and in the London Times of 
Oct.11 he had a column communication, criticis- 
ing anarticle by F. R. Daldy on Canadian copy- 
right that appeared in the Zimes in May, 1894, 
and setting forth the chief points demanded by 
the Canadians in the proposed copyright act of 
1889, to which the British Government refused 
sanction. 


OBITUARY. 
JAMES ANTHONY FROUDE. 

On Saturday, October 20, the cable and tele- 
graph carried through the world the news that 
James Anthony Froude had made his last con- 
tribution to biography and religious and secular 
history. Froude was born in Dartingdon rec- 
tory, Totness, Devonshire, on April 23,1818. His 
father was archdeacon of Totness, and Mr. 
Froude’s young life was passed among strict 
Church of England surroundings. He went to 
Oxford while the memory of his brother Hurrell, 
one of the most brilliant of the Tractarian group, 
was still fresh in the minds of the earnest men 
who made their mark during that great revival 
of pure religion, Froude studied, listened, and 
read, and found himself in great perplexity on 
points of religion. In ‘* The Nemesis of Faith” 
he revealed to the world his mental struggles, 
a work which was widely read and received the 
censure of Oxford authorities. Froude found 
himself unfitted for a clergyman’s position, and 
when in deacon’s orders abandoned his profes- 
sion and gave up his fellowship at great loss 
from a material point of view and with the sac- 
rifice of very alluring prospects. In 1849 he 
came under the influence of Carlyle, whom he 
acknowledged as his guide and master, under 
whose strong and fearless guidance he learned 
to form his own judgments from acquired testi- 
mony; and in time he became as wholly uncon- 
ventional a thinker as his friend. He was a 
master of language, and his brilliant style and 
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firm faith in his individual theories made his 
historical works to stand out among the litera- 
ture of hisday. Among his best-known works 
are ‘‘ The English in Ireland in the Eighteenth 
Century;” ‘‘ History of England from the Fall 
of Wolsey to the Defeat of the Spanish Ar- 
mada;” ‘‘Short Studies on Great Subjects;” 
‘*Bunyan;” ‘‘Luther;” ‘‘ Thomas 4 Becket;”’ 
‘‘Cesar;” ‘‘ English in the West Indies;” 
** Oceana, or, England and ber Colonies ;” and 
‘‘The Divorce of Catharine of Aragon.” His 
editorial work on “‘ Life and Letters of Carlyle” 
and the ‘‘Letters of Jane Welsh Carlyle” 
brought down a storm of criticism; but Froude 
was convinced of the truth of his statements 
and of the necessity of making it public. After 
the death of Professor Freeman, Froude was 
made Regius Professor of History at Oxford, 
an honor he fully appreciated. His latest work 
was on ‘ The Life and Letters of Erasmus,” 
which has just been issued in this country, and 
which shows how time had mellowed some of 
the hot-headed judgments of earlier years. It 
is the last word from a writer who, whatever his 
faults from the dispassionate, critical standpoint 
of professional historians, approached all his 
work for its own sake and never gave uncertain 
estimates. Froude had an artist’s touch, and 
often let imagination work beautiful effects 
which cold criticism must condemn. 
OBITUARY NOTES. 

JAMES DARMESTETER, the highly esteemed 
Professorof Persian Language and Literature 
at the Collége de France, died at Maisons-Lafitte, 
near Paris, onthe 1gthinst. Prof. Darmesteter, 
who was of Jewishdescent, was bornat Chateau- 
Salins, March 28, 1849. He published, in 1883, 
‘‘Etudes Iraniennes”; in 1885, ‘‘ Le Mahdi 
depuis les origines de |’Islam jusqu’a nos 
jours,” translated into English by AdaS. Ballin; 
in 1887, ‘‘ Les Origines de la Poésie Persane”’ ; 
in 1888, ‘‘ Lettres sur l’Inde” ; in 1890, ‘‘ La 
Légende Divine” and ‘‘ Chants Populaires des 
Afghans”; in 1892, ‘‘ Les Prophétes d’Israel,” 
and several other works of inestimable value. 
Hetranslated Max Miiller’s ‘‘ Origin and Growth 
of Religion,” edited the ‘‘ Reliques Scientifiques” 
of Arséne Darmesteter,his brother, and contrib- 
uted to various scientific and literary reviews 
essays of crystal clearness and profound eru- 
dition which will not be easily forgotten. His 
widow is the charming English poet and French 
essayist, Mary F. Robinson. 


Pror. ANTOINE SARDOU, the father of the 
playwright, Victorien Sardou, died at Nice, 
France, aged ninety-one years. Prof. Sardou 
was the author of an abridged dictionary of the 
French language, a grammar, and a number 
of other works of an educational character.

‘* VEXILLA REGIs,” the privately printed year- 
book compiled by Mrs. Frederick Stone, of 
Boston, is to be published for the holidays in 
a new edition by Berkeley Updike, by whom the 
book was first arranged for its compiler. Its 
name is taken from the first two words of the 
ancient Latin hymn, ‘‘ Vexilla Regis prodeunt 
—‘‘ The royal banners forward go” ; and this 
hymn in its Latin version and in its English 
translation by Neale has beenadded tothe book. 
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Among volumes of its outward form, ‘‘ Vexilla 
Regis” stands somewhat as does Palgrave’s 
‘‘Golden Treasury” among anthologies. 


THOMAS WHITTAKER, New York, has in press 
an extraordinary book entitled ‘‘ Historic Doubts 
as to the Execution of Marshal Ney,” by Rev. 
James A. Weston, rector of the Ascension 
Church, Hickory, N.C. The book has been 
‘written to prove” that Marshal Ney was not 
shot, but was secretly conveyed to Charleston 
and lived in North Carolina for thirty years. 
Its author claims to have fully verified the story 
that Peter S. Ney, the mysterious schoolmaster 
of Rowan County, was in reality the French 
marshal; and he reproduces what he believes to 
be Ney’s marginal notes in a copy of O’Meara’s 
‘‘ Napoleon.” 


SELMAR Hess, New York, will publish this 
falla popular biographical work entitled ‘‘ Great 
Men and Famous Women.” The work, which 
will be in four royal quarto volumes, of about 
500 pages each, will be profusely illustrated 
with 68 photogravures, 34 of which have been 
made at the establishment of Goupil & Co. in 
Paris, and the remainder by Franz Hanfstangel 
of Munich, and the Berlin Photograph Co. In 
addition to these photogravures, the work will 
contain more than 100 full-page wood-engravings 
and illustrations in half tone, besides numerous 
embellishments in the text. There are about 
272 biographical sketches, which are written by 
many well-known writers on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 


LIONEL JOHNSON’s volume on ‘‘ The Art of 
Thomas Hardy,” referred to in our last issue, is 
published in this country by Dodd, Mead & Co. 
The Wessex ballad, mentioned in our previous 
note, was written by Hardyas long ago as 1867, 
but is now first printed, by his permission, from 
the original manuscript, the version that ap- 
peared in the Gentleman’s Magazine, November, 
1875, having been ‘‘bowdlerized.” An inter- 
esting feature of the volume is a biographical 
note by Mr. Hardy on his friend, the Rev. Wm. 
Barnes, D.D., the Dorsetshire poet, which has 
been reprinted from the London Atheneum, 
October 16, 1886. The volume is a fine examp'e 
of dispassionate criticism emanating from a rich, 
mature mind. It is so full and painstaking an 
account of the Wessex country and its rural 
woodlanders, as to prove a veritable mine of 
Hardyana. The bibliography, by John Lane, is 
of course a valuable feature. Mr. Johnson’s 
little volume is likely to become a classic. 


PorT-LorE Co., Boston, announce ‘‘ The 
Columbian Lunar Annual for 1895.” This little 
work has excited much interest wherever it has 
found its way. The desire of those who have 
only one of the two numbers to secure the other 
in order to have the series complete, has been 
so generally expressed that it has been decided 
to republish all that is most valuable in the pre- 
ceding numbers in the issue for 1895. Practi- 
cally, therefore, the series may be begun with 
this issue. The ‘‘Annual” is a restoration of 
the ancient Greek lunar calendar, in which the 
natural, original months, or Moonths, are ex- 
hibited side by side with the usual Roman or 
Gregorian dates—the restoration being made 
mainly in the interest of education and general 
culture, to which the Greek calendar and Greek 
mythological system so readily lend themselves. 
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In this ‘‘ Annual” Greek goddesses preside over 
the different departments of human aspiration 
and effort, and the muses are called again from 
Helicon to assist in the progress of modern lit- 
erature, science, and art. 


MACMILLAN & Co. are preparing for the 
American publication of an important historical 
and descriptive work. It is ‘‘Survey of Lon- 
don,” to be edited, directed, and largely written 
by Walter Besant, than whom no fitter person 
could be found. A modern and comprehensive 
‘‘ Survey of London” is a present need. The 
last edition of Stowe and Strype’s famous 
‘‘Survey” appeared in 1754; Maitland’s “ Sur- 
vey”’ was issued in 1756; Entick’s in 1766, and 
Lambert’s in 1806, since which time, although 
many books on London, on parts of London, 
and on institutions of London have appeared, 
there has been no actual ‘‘Survey of London.” 
At the time of the last survey the city was little 
more than three miles long and three-quarters 
of a mile wide at its broadest part; at the pres- 
ent time the jurisdiction of the London City 
Council covers an area, including the old “ City,” 
that is roughly seventeen miles long by twelve 
miles broad. The new ‘‘ Survey” will cover the 
whole of this area. Mr. Besant has made a 
thorough study of London, and is in him- 
self a cyclopedia of London lore—as witness 
his works on London and Westminster, and his 
eighteenth century novels. As he has planned 
the work, this new ‘‘Survey” will not be a re- 
production of former volumes, but an entirely 
new work on an original plan. It will take ac 
count of every important building, institution, 
and company; it will include things past as well 
as present; it will contain a history of London— 
its liberties, charters, religion, manners, and 
customs; and it will present, as far as is prac- 
ticable, a picture of the great city from every 
point of view. The work, as designed, is to be 
completed in eight quarto volumes, the first of 
which will probably be issued inthe fall of 1895. 
Of course there will be an abundance of maps, 
engravings, and illustrations to supplement the 


text.
